The use of "stool-psgeons," in other words 
underworld spies or informers, to trap criminals and 
obtain evidence is as old as the detection of crime 
itself. The British Columbie Court of Appeal some 
time a |0 pointed out that this practice had been in 
operation in England for centuries. As a matter 
of fact, as far as the English-speaking countries are 
concerned, it was invented in the Old Country. Scot¬ 
land Yard uses it extensively. This great police or¬ 
ganization gets' a lot of its information from the 
criminal class. It has to. since all its officers are 
known to the experts of the underworld. During the 
war practically every Government resorted to this 
method on a vast scale, and under different names, 
and there was scarcely a large capital in the world
